“It is enough to satisfy my  con- 
science,”” he says, “this conviction of 
having saved by beloved country from 
anarchy and ite” natural results of 
plunder and ruin.’ 

He continued, Gescatiad what he 
considers the criminal acts on the part 
of the revolutionists and the necessity 
to call on the Americans to prevent & 
protracted and sanguinary contest: 

‘If I did right or wrong. time will 
say. That my attitude was immediate- 
ly justified is proven by the sudden Tre- 
establishment of peace through the 
material and moral influences of the 
Americans. 

“Tl do not hesitate to declare that it 
is a hundred times better for our be- 
loved Cuba to be in a dependent politi- 
ca] situation in which liberty is pre- 
vailing than in a republic independent 
of sa sovereign, but discredited and 
ruined by blasting periodical civil 
strifes.” 

The letter is considered important, 
as Dr. Palma still commands a great 
influence with ‘a large number of 
Cubans.

sory education, and for a more direct 
and general system of industrial edue- 
cation.

She spoke.not only from the stand- 
point of the leader of Georgia’s active 
club women, but from the standpoint 
the experienced educator. 

Work of the Clubs. 
iipscomb briefly outlined the 
of women’s clubs as now in 
action, and stated that in the United 
States today there are 800,000 women 
in organized effort. She explained that 
the first clubs formed were for study 
and self-cultufe, but as women began 
to understand the great problems af- 
fecting the welfare of the people, they 
undertook to reach’ out and grapple 
with those problems and lend their aid 
to a proper solution. Then began the 
work of federation and organization. 
Today, the General Federation of 
Women's Clubs, which will hold its 
biennial meeting in Boston in June, is 
a body as thoroughly ordered as any 
in these United States. While the men 
have been looking after questions of 
finance, tariff and corporations, women 
have been trying to beautify this world 
and help humanity. 

The general federation work is car- 
ried on through standing committees. 
Some of the most important of these 
are for civic improvement, civil service 
reform, pure food laws, the prevention 
of tuberculosis, juvenile court laws, 
domestic science, establishment of li- 
braries, encour@gement of art, preser- 
vation of forests, chlid labor law and 
its enforcement, and last but not least, 
education, following that compulsory 
education, with industrial education as 
a leading feature. ‘ 

Eleven years ago federated work of 
club women in Georgia began in At- 
lanta, and at the very beginning the 
educational life of the state was made 
the special object of their work and 
interest. Mrs. Robert Emory Park, the 
first chairman of education, prepared a 
brochure, giving the educational status 
of Georgia from the university down 
to the kindergarten.

A Word About Immigration. 

In conclusion, Mrs. Lipscomb pleaded 
for a compulsory education law with a 
strict provision for fndustrial education. 

“The present system of schools pro- 
vided for the large portion of our labor- 
ine classes has proved a failure, and on 
every ltamg the ery comes for better ser- 
vice,” said Mrs. Lipscomb. 

“Every department of industry has 
been threatened. To many housekeep- 
ing has become a burden. Our women 
are the greatest sufferers. In distress 
our people have turned to immigration 
as @ proper solution. The experiment 
has been tried and proveg a failure. 
Rather than flood our country with a 
foreign population, unable to stand our 
climate and unfitted to conditions of life 
around them, rather let us use the labor 
we have* which has served us for so 
many years, and has grown up under 
our present civilization. True, their 
relations have been changeg to us, but 
we must readjust those relations. The 
state has in it her power to do this by 
a compulsory law of education. 

‘Industrial education will meet the 
necessity. Teach the young generation 
how to work, the dignity of service. 
Teach them that poor work deserves poor 
pay, that labor is honorable and idle- 
ness a disgrace. Encourage habits otf 
work in tthe young, which once formed 
the chances are will continue through- 
out their Mves. Such training given by 
the state will convert our rural whites 
into a useful citizenship amq make of 
our present colored laborers an intel- 
ligent and valuable class of people.”’

John E. Cay, another prominent At- 
‘anta cotton buyer was placed on the 
stand. and his testimony was practical- 
ly that of Mr. Nicolson in every par- 
ticular, only he stated that if the 
cotton was all concentrated at Savan- 
nah, he would have to either move to 
that city or go out of business. 

Captain Austin, ehlef of police under 
the “reform” administration, manager 
inspection bureau at that city, 
representative of all of the marine in- 
surance companies at Savannah, repre- 
sentative of the Savannah cotton ex- 
change, the prominent slippers of the 
Seaside City. and a few others, was 
the last witness of the day.
